The  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  submit  the  fourth  annual  report  of  the 
Geographic  Board  of  Canada,  containing  the  decisions  of  the  Board  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1902. 

The  publication  of  the  last  report  having  been  unavoidably  delayed,  and  the 
edition  printed  being  an  unusually  large  one,  it  was  not  deemed  necessary  to  consoli- 
date the  names  again  this  year,  but  to  publish  at  once  the  decisions  rendered  during 
the  past  year ;  the  next  consolidation  of  the  names,  and  the  additional  index  under 
Provinces  and  Territories,  referred  to  in  the  last  report,  to  be  made  after  June  next  for 
the  fifth  annual  report. 

Six  thousand  three  hundred  names,  for  the  new  map  of  Canada,  which  was  being 
prepared  in  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  were  submitted  to  the  Board.  As  it  was 
desirable  to  avoid  delay  in  the  publication  of  the  map,  and  as  an  examination  of  the 
names  showed  that  most  of  them  were  undisputed,  the  Board  decided  to  approve  them 
provisionally,  except  427,  which  were  reserved  for  the  usual  action,  and  upon  which 
decisions  were  rendered  during  the  year,  and  they  comprise  the  greater  part  of  the 
following  list. 

During  the  year  twelve  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held. 

A  change  in  the  organization  of  the  Board  has  taken  place,  the  Government  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario  having  nominated  Mr.  Aubrey  White,  Assistant  Commissioner  of 
Crown  Lands,  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  for  Ontario,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Order  in  Council,  dated  December  14,  1899.
